Tlierc  i-  a  prcat  rlcal  ..f  truth  nt  the  hi.ttom  of  that  old  rhynif.  Fruit 
of  this  kind  i<i  bfinp  more  and  more  recojtni/cd  as  ahnnt  the  most  cflFec 
tive  and  valnahle  article  of  diet  for  keeping  the  body  in  henltn. 

Wlure  the  apple  is  ea-ily  grown,  or  easily  obtained,  there  is  al 
ready  an  mormons  demniid  for  it:  and  there  is  every  sign  that  the  de- 
mand will  increase  a^  f;i«t  as  the  snjiply,  perhaps  fa-ter,  even  under 
present  conditions  .And  the  conditions  can  be  preatly  improved.  A 
va-it  i|nantity  of  the  apples  now  >;ren  in  the  shops  are  very  imattractive 
in  appearance  and  poor  in  tn-tc.  T.von  if  the  total  (i"antity  sent  to 
market  did  not  increase,  if  tlic  ipiality  improved,  ther''  wonld  be  a  very 
large  increase  in  the  amount  cf  money  the  growers  would  receive  It 
may  be  said  that  the  jio.  t  people  can  only  afford  poor  apples;  but  there 
are  vast  numbers  of  people  who  wr>uld  not  object  to  payinir  a  little 
more  if  they  could  cet  a  belter  article,  as  well  as  a  hirge  number  who 
are  perfectly  willing  ti>  p.iy  l^rst  class  prices  for  first-cIass  apples. 

There  i>;  no  reason,  m.ireover.  why  first-class  apples  should  not  be 
put  within  the  rcich  of  the  ninllitude,  nt  prices  considerably  lower  than 
they  arc  ni>w  charged  by  retailers,  .md  without  reducinp  the  amount 
that  tmds  its  way  to  the  growers.  Mott  of  the  orchardmen  can  in 
crease  their  production  per  acre,  as  well  as  raise  the  fruit  to  a  higher 
standard  of  (|uality.  by  improving  their  stock  and  their  methods  of  ru\^ 
tivation  Py  the  more  general  adoption  of  co-operation,  and  by  its  ex- 
tension to  more  branches  of  the  trade,  they  can  get  a  higher  proportion 
of  the  siini  which  the  con>;umer  pays.
